Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean  of 
students  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, has  been  granted  leave 
this  summer  to  serve  as  princi- 
pal advisor  to  a high  level  edu- 
cation inquiry  commission  of  the 
government  of  Burma. 

In  addition  to  developing  a 
counseling  program  in  the  Bur- 
mese educational  system,  Dr. 
Lloyd  will  assist  University  of 
Rangoon  in  setting  up  a counsel- 
ing service  and  training  pro- 
gram, and  will  advise  Burma’s 
Ministry  of  Education  regarding 
a nationwide  counseling  pro- 
gram. 

- Foundation  Represented 

Dr.  Lloyd  will  represent  Asia 
Foundation,  non-profit,  non-pol- 
itical organization  located  in  14 
Asian  countries,  which  was  in- 
vited by  Burma  to  select  an  ad- 
visor to  the  commission  headed 
by  Prime  Minister  Nu. 

In  1951-52  Dr.  Lloyd  directed 
a faculty  of  American  specialists 
in  Japanese  Universities  Insti- 
I tute  in  counseling  and  person 
nel  services.  He  returned  to  Tok- 
yo in  1955  to  direct  another 
team  of  American  specialists  in 
an  institute  for  student  person- 
nel services. 

He  is  also  past  president  of 
National  Association  of  Student 
Personnel  Administrators ' and 
Utah  Conference  on  Higher  Edu 
cation,  and  present  chairman  of 
Committee  on  International  Re- 
lations of  the  American  Person 
nel  and  Guidance  Association. 
He  will  leave  the  United  States 
in  June  and  return  to  his  admini- 
strative duties  at  BYU  in  Sep- 
tember. 

Burma  Significant 

Texas-sized  Burma  is  signifi- 
cant in  international  affairs  be- 
cause more  than  1000  miles  of 
it  borders  on  Red  China.  Fifty- 
ish  U Nu  (U  is  equivalent  to 
“mister”)  speaks  excellent  Eng- 
lish, and  with  almost  80  per  cent 
of  his  countrymen  belongs  to4he 


Buddhist  religion.  His  philoso- 
phy is  simple:  “We  want  to  be 
friendly  to  both  sides.” 

Rangoon  Leading 
According  to  Dr.  Lloyd, 
“Some  of  the  great  universities 
of  the  world  are  in  Asia.  Ran- 
goon is  one  of  the  leading,  with 
more  than  10,000  students,  in 
law,  medicine,  engineering,  edu- 
cation, agriculture,  arts  and  sci- 
ences. In  the  near  future  we 
shall  see  remarkable  changes  in 
educational  patterns  in  univer- 
sities outside  of  the  United 
States,  and  I’m  especially  pleas- 
ed at  this  opportunity  to  observe 
these  changes  at  close  range.” 
Educators  in  Singapore,  Bang- 
kok and  Tokyo,  as  well  as  offi- 
cials of  Asia  Foundation,  are  ex- 
pected to  confer  with  Dr.  Lloyd 
on  his  return  trip  from  Burma. 
He  will  also  meet  with  selected 
educators  of  Europe,  Egypt,  Ir- 
an, Pakistan  and  India.

They  have  perform- 
ed at  the  Hollywood  Bowl,  the 
Newport  Jazz  Festival,  and  in 
night  clubs,  concert  halls  and 
ballrooms  all  over  the  world. 


The  orchestra  has  appeared 
many  times  on  radio  and  tele- 


vision. Among  its  appearances 
are  the  Bing  Crosby  show,  the

National  Track  Records 

Challenge  ITU  Thieidads

Track  coaches  generally  agree  that  every  world  record  in 
track  and  field  events  may  be  broken  this  year.  If  not,  then 
surely  they  must  within  the  next  five  years. 

Most  of  the  present  world  marks  were  hung  up  within 
the  list  five  years.  Jesse  Owens’  26’  8 1/4”  broad  jump, 
made  in  1935  is  by  many  years  the  oldest  world  record  still 
standing. 

But  even  that  wonderful  Owens’  record  is  likely  to  fall  this 
year  before  the  onslaught  of  Greg  Bell  of  Indiana  who  has  come 
within  two  or  three  inches  of  Owens’  feat. 

Parry  O’Brien’s  63’  1 3/4”  shot  put — a mark  considered 
impossible  to  attain  only  a few  years  ago — must  go,  according 
to  George  Eastment,  Manhattan  College’s  veteran  coach. 

Bill  Neider  of  Kansas  should  do  about  65  feet  this  year, 
says  Eastment,  because  he  is  bigger  and  stronger  than  the  other 
shot  putters. 

And  even  a 65  footer  might  not  stand  very  long  be- 
cause boys  are  growing  bigger,  faster,  stronger  and  more 
skillful.  For  instance,  Henry  Korn,  a 17-year  old  New  York 
high  school  boy,  put  the  12  pound  shot  more  than  59  feet 
for  a scholastic  record  last  week.  This  lad  is  6’  1”  and 
weighs  215  pounds.  Imagine  what  he  will  do  with  the  16 
pound  shot  when  he  attains  maturity. 

Korn  offers  an  amusing  example  of  the  colleges’  determined 
hunt  for  an  athlete  of  outstanding  ability  in  any  sport.  The 
young  man  already  has  had  a flock  of  offers  of  scholarships 
from  many  colleges  and  we'll  be  interested  to  see  which  offers 
him  the  most  enticing  enducements. 

16  FOOT  POLE  VAULT 

The  field  events  probably  afford  the  most  chance  for  im- 
provement. For  instance,  the  coaches  expect  Bob  Gutowski  to 
break  his  own  pole  vault  standard  by  clearing  16  feet. 

And  young  Charley  Dumas  is  considered  a sure  bet  to 
improve  on  his  own  7’  1/2”  high  jump  and  without  the  use 
of  elevator  shoes  as  worn  by  the  Russians. 

The  toughest  records  to  lower  will  be  the  9.3  for  the  100 
yards  and  10.1  for  the  100  meters.  Bob  Morrow,  who  shares  the 
100  yard  record  with  Dave  Sime  and  others,  said  rec^itly  that 
he  believes  the  only  chance  for  improving  that  mark  would 
come  from  a faster  start,  not  from  greater  speed  when  once 
under  way. 

SPRINT  MARKS  IN  DANGER 

Of  course,  the  shorter  the  distance,  the  more  difficult  it 
to  lower  a record.  Still  we  have  no  doubt  the  current  sprint 
marks  will  be  betered. 

As  for  the  longer  races,  they  all  are  sure  to  be  run  in  faster 
times.  There  are  several  four-minute  milers  still  in  action  and 
any  one  of  them  is  capable  of  setting  a record  under  favorable 
conditions.  So  keep  your  eye  on  the  short  pants  brigade  this 
year.
